Battalion, Philadelphia, 


and Troop C Mechanized Cavalry, 
Gettysburg.

move into the Harrisburg- area on 
Friday, June 13, and be housed in 
the state's Farm Show building 
preparatory to the final ceremonies 
the following day. Official inactiva- 
tion date will be Mcnday, June 16.

Says Inflated Farm 


Values Are Risky 


Pennsylvania farms are in the in- 


flation sivirl along with those in 
other states, but already "there is 
strong indication that these high 
land values will not "stick,"" says 
Dr. Kenneth Hood-, extension agri- 
cultural economist of the Pennsyl- 
vania State college. 


Farm land values for the United 


Slates as a whole, he points out, 
are now within six per cent of the 
1920 
inflation peak. That was an 


aftermath of World War I. Land 
values in the nation are now 92 per 
cent above those of the 1935-1939 
pre-World War II period, having 
jumped 12 per cent during tne last 


year. Land values in Pennsylvania 
are 65 per cent above those for 
1935-1939 and 11 per cenU above 
those of one year ago. 
j 


More than one-halt' of the farm 


purchases in 1946 were cash, but 
among the others were a large num- 
ber which were traded on a "shoe 
string," Dr. Hood declares. In fact," 
one out of each seven farm buyers 
paid down only 25 per cent or less 
of the purchase price, while a third 
of the buyers paid down one-half 
or less of the full price.

Belt Wear On Edges 


If you have been wondering why 


the edges of the fan or generator 
belt become frayed it is easily an- 
swered by the discovery that belts 
grip their pulleys by their sides, not 
by their centers. Furthermore, this 
side contact with a conventional belt 
is too slight for best results Tha.t 
is why the newest in belt design is 
a side contour which more nearly 
matches that of the pulleys. This 
means not merely less wear but 
better gripping and less slipping. 


Breaking Them In 


Well, folks, here it is. 
For years I have been drumming 


away at the point that you can spoil 
the engine of a new car by poky 
driving. I have consistently advo- 
ca.ted up-and-down driving as a 
means of "bedding' down" the new 
engine. Now some of the factory 
engineers are recommending some 
ideas that may sound to the con- 
servatives like high treason. Up' to 
200 miles the owner is urged to warm 
up the engine ,«.nd then hit 35 on 
the open road. Every half mile speed 
should be increased to 45 for a brief 
period. Then the driver should lift' 
his foot from the accelerator and 
let the ca.r drift back to 35 again 
At 200 miles the breaking in can be 
between 40 and 50, and at 500 to 1,000 
miles it can be between 45 and 55 
where laws and traffic conditions 
permit. But—and this is highly im- 
portant—drivers must not drive' 
steadily at full throttle Consistently 
slow driving is also frowned upon. 


Flock of New Things 


While the car makers are busy 


with production and 
introducing 


new body models those who attend 
to the motorist's collateral needs 
are having something of a picnic. 
More new things have come to my 
attention this week than for many 
months past. Among these I might 
mention a large red reflector which 
serves to mark the car's presence at 
night if it is stranded. Another is 
a rear view extension type mirror 
with an edge of reflecting glass. You 
have probably seen the fire extin- 
guisher that serves also as a tire m- 
fiator, but perhaps there's news in 
the cigarette dispenser which gives 
you a lighted smoke from a self- 
contained humidor merely by pull- 
ing out a small drawer under the 
instrument panel. There's also a new 
paint for older cars which you just 
rub on, and the newest wax comes 
in various hues. 


Mechanic Joe Speaking: 


"Those of you who are out to find 


the cause of overheating should re- 
member the rule about taking a 
sample of the oil while the engine 
is running. Let the engine run at an 
equivalent car speed of 25 miles per 
hour and then withdraw the dip 
stick. 


"If the oil has a brownish appear- 


ance and a frothy consistency the 
indications are that there is water 
in it. A double check is to drain off 
the oil. If there is water in the case 
it will come out first. You'll then 
know that there is a leaking head 
gasket or perhaps a crack in one of 
the cylinders " 


Varieties in Steering 


All steering gears may seem to be 


the same but the truth is that on 
American passenger cars there are 
six different kinds. Most common 


x)day is the worm and roller, with 
cam and sector next. Worm a,nd nut, 
recirculatmg ball, cam and lever, 
ind cam, and twin lever are each 
bund on different makes of cars. 
One manufacturing company makes 
hree of the types used. The gear 
'atios vary all the way from 17.5 to 
. to 25.1 to 1. On one car you have 
o give the steering wheel nearly 
five turns to make a full swing of 
he front wheels whereas on an- 
other car the job is done with three 
urns. Oddly enough the heaviest 
American car needs only 3% turns 
or a full swing whereas the same 
ituation exists in the steering of 
ie of the lightest cars.

More on Starter Switches

checking the starter switch when an 
engine is reluctant to crank has 
brought forth several stories of act- 
ual instances of ,such trouble. Ai-ead- 
er tells me of a terminal cable that 
was found touching the switch case. 
A bent plunger was the difficulty, as 
another reader relates it. Most in- 
teresting of the comments is a note 
from a friend who handles my copy 
m a Pennsylvania newspaper. Some 
years ago he owned a car that was 
hard to start, the case being diag- 
nosed as starter switch trouble. The 
mechanic determined this by open- 
ing up the hood and holding his 
hand on the switch while the owner 
stepped on the starter pedal There 
was so much resistance the switch 
got quite warm when current was 
passing. This was robbing the starter 
and preventing it from cranking the

Niagara of Wasted Gas 


Next time the gas tank spills over 


when a filling station attendant is 
thinking of his best girl just remind 
yourself that this sort of loss occurs 
one hundred million times a. year. 
One in every ten fills at the gas 
pump is a spill. The waste is stag- 
gering yet unimportant by ' com- 
parison with the danger involved in 
having gasoline fumes around where 
someone may be smoking. 


Spillage can be checked by use of 


alarms in the filler pipe or by spe- 
cially designed tanks which, provide 
better venting as fuel is being 
pumped in. If your car's tank isn't 
modernized urge greater care in fill- 
ing. You should know from the odo- 
meter's reading just about how much 


gas the taBk requires at any time. 


What's Your Car Trouble? 


Q. I am puzzled by the fact that 


my car slips out of high gear when 
the engine is cold. Doesn't seem to 
do it when the engine is warmed up. 


—K. McV. 


A. This probably is a combina- 


tion of worn motor mounts, and gen- 
eral engine 
inefficiency. 
Anyway 


there is too much motor shake and 
irregular operation when cold, thus 
disturbing the gears. Check for a 
sticky valve, a stuck choke and poor 
ignition. 


Q. My car is equipped with one 


of the semi-automatic transmissions 


which came along in 1938. The car 
now acts as if the clutch were slip- 
ping. What do I do about it? • 


—P. L. M. 


A. This hints strongly of low oil 


level in, the transmission, or a pres- 
sure leak. It could also be due to a 
defective pump. There actually is 
slippage of the transmissKm clutches. 
You might also check for restric- 
tion in the oil line

advanced spark may cause engine 
overheating, but it has always been 
my understanding that a late spark 
would cause motor fever.

Genoa Parley Is Adjourned (By 
Anoclated Press) Genoa, May 16— 
The Genoa Economic Conference, 
one of the greatest gatherings in 
European history, 
which brought 
here representatives of 34 nations, 
adjourned today after six weeks of 
momentous deliberation. Its labors 
will be begun anew at the Hague on 
June IS. 
Hie conference adopted the re­ 
port of the economic commission 
which contained recommendations 
for the economic reorganization of 
Europe; adopted resolutions on ar­ 
rangements at the Hague and con­ 
firmed the propositions of Prime 
Minister Lloyd George which al­ 
though provisional In their nature, 
it is hoped will be followed with a 
permanent European peace pact. 
The keynote of all the remarks at 
the final session was one of friend­ 
ship and an earnest desire to help 
Russia. Lloyd George pointed out to I 
the Russian 
Soviet 
representa­ 
tives the unfortunate opinion their 
famous memorandum had had on 
the world and told them that if they 
wished to succeed at the Hague they 
had better relinquish their eloquent 
presentation of the doctrine of the 
repudiation of debts. 
"Such a course is unwise when 
one wants to borrow money," the 
British Prime Minister remarked.

Britain and France in planning an 
economic "one world" for Europe, 
perhaps at the cost of a slipping 
Red grip on middle—European gov- 
ernments, or shall she cast aside the 
chance to unite Europe and go her 
own way in her own politico-econom- 
ic sphere in the east? 


British Foreign Secretary Ernest 


Bevin, practiced in grasping the 
"breaks" of trade-union -warfare, 
snatched at U. S. Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall's skeletonized 
offer of June 5 to help rebuild 
Europe. 


Hastily he called on French. Pre- 


mier Paul Ramadier and French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bldault. 
In two days—in Paris last Tuesday 
and Wednesday—this potent Euro- j 


pean trio dispatched to Russia a call 
to join them—and to decide by next 
Monday whether the Soviet Union 
will come in. 


Russia's officially inspired Com- 


munist newspaper Pravda greeted 
Marshall's plan with a single blast 
and then relapsed into silence. Now 
the Russian news agency Tass an- 
nounces that the governmen is "con- 
sidering" the matter.

Prime Min- 
ister AUlee's government has de- 
clared itself against Communism 
and Totalitarianism. Having talked 
with Mr. Attlee at length and hav- 
ing surveyed his govetaiment 
close range, I am prepared to ac- 
cept this as the honest conviction 
of his regime. 


However, Mr. Attlee fe perform- 


ing a major experiment in socialism. 
He feels that he can make it work, 
but there certainly is the danger 
that it may blow up in his face un- 
less he handles it with extreme 
caution. His task is to demonstrate 
that there can be socialism, with a 
degree of nationaization but with- 
out wholesale regimentation of the 
individual.
